Carrington deplores 
‘megaphone’ tactics

Lord Carrington, the former 
Forcign Secretary, has criticized 
ıhe tendency of Western leaders 
10 rely on “megaphone dipio- 
macy” in dealing with the Soviet 
Union. 

He says in the latest edition of 
Nato Review: “The alliance needs 
a soul as well as weapons; 
collecüive political brain as well as 
combined military brawn. We 
uted a strateEy. 

In an analysis which wil be 
taken as OBE Seen of the 
position adopted by Mrs Margaret 
Thatcher and President Reagan, 
Lord 1 ins: “It js 
the Leninist tradition which is 
one of conflict, and not coope- 
ration. Our own tradition must be 
for the peaceful resolution of 
beie and force dialogue oe 
getic force: logue. 

“The notion that we should 
face the Russians down in a silent 
war of nerves, broken only by 
bursts of megaphone diplomacy, 
is based on a misconception of 
our own values, of Soviet 
behaviour 2 of the 9 
aspirations of our own peoples.” 

Lord Carrington says: “Talking 
to an equally heavily armed but 
tar less scrupulous adversary is 
not a concession: it is common 
prudence. Talking patiently, deli 
berately ard firmly is part of the 
bureaucratization of peace.” 

The West could not afford a 
crude, one-dimensional rmoral- 
ism, Lord Carrington adds. “Johan 
Foster Dulles once said that there 
could could be no question of ‘a 
self-serving deal with the despotic 
leaders of captive peoples’. I1 
wonder. The right deal with 1he 
right despots can often be in our 
own interests, as well as those 
under the yoke.” 

He says: “The Soviet leader 
must be ofîered a clear choice 
between the political and econ» 
omic confrontation which will 
inevitably result from continued 
expansionism. and the prospect of 
a more positive relationship.” 

Yelk iord Carrington points 
out, there has been a complete 
lack of personal contact between 
Soviet and United States leaders.

According 
to Roddam: “Jf you play it too 
soft, the kids will say this is a film 
by somebody who doesn’t under- 
stand us. If you can be as 1ough as 
they are. they love the film and go 
wilh iL Once you have them, You 
can steer them away from 
violence. What happens in 
Quadrophenia is that anyone 
involved in a violent acî comes 
out badly. 1 don't want to preach 
to the converted.” 

Quadrophenia was a critical 
and a commercial succeşs and 
brought Roddam to the attention 
of Hollywood. He arrived al a bad 
time, he says, jUS the 
Heaven's Gate fiasco, when the 
industry lost its nerve. “They 
wouldn't take risks. It was either 
do a safe movie or be out in the 
cold. A few of us remained out ih 
the cold for a while.” Then be was 
offered The Lords of Discipline, 
which appealed to him. “T 
discovered when I was still at the 
BBC that 1 had a theme in my 
work. I like 10 make films about 
individuals whe challenge the 


. status quo, who won't accept the 


imitations of their environment, 
whether it be moral or socioecon- 
omic or sexual."

Franc Roddam sees himself as a 
survivor of the Hollywood wars 
and he bas directed a film that. on 
ore level. is a metaphor for that 
experience. The Lords of Disci 
pline, which has jusl opened in 
London and is based on the Pat 
Canroy novel, is about a cadet in 
a soulhern military school in 
America who is confronted wilh 
the injustice of racism when the 
first Black iş admitted. A good old 
southern boy himsel, Wili 
McLean (played by David Keith) 
does not want to rock the system 
but becomes a reluctant hero 
when the traditional “hel! night” 
takes a nasty tum. 

“I's an allegory of America”, 
says Roddam. an Englishman 
who has spent 21%4 years there. "In 
the school I saw high idealism. 
authoritarianism and violence — 
thats my visior of America. And 
i1 echoed my own personal lime 
in Hollywood, dealing with the 
bureaucracy. 1 saw the school as a 
corporaion. I sce America a5 ã 
corporation. My flim is about 
how the individual copes. My 
time in Hollywood was like “hell 
night to me. They try lo break 
you. They tie you up in deals, 
kcep you off the market, keep yOu 
waiting. 1 was off ihe screen for 15 
months. It's hard for me not to 
work but I refused to be broken. I 
had a very clear vision of what I 
wanted to do.” 

Roddam, 37. began his career 
as ã documentary film-maker for 
the BBC and FTV after a stint ãt 
the National Film School. He 
made The Family, the mucheac- 


1t is a more hopeful ending 
than that of Miss Danicls’s last 
play: but, as it amounts tO 2 hymn 
of praise 10 cruise missiles for 
bringing women _iogether, it 
pushes feminist argument right 
over the top. 

While 1 am quibbling, there is 
also the question of plot construc- 
tion. in which Miss Daniels 
repeats her trick of splitting 1he 
aclion between a warring family 
and the méênage of a runaway 
lesbian daughter. In Riper our 
Darkness. the lesbian scenes were 
among the best in the play. This 
time. the relationship is between a 
smooth-mannered social worker 
and a rough-tongued fish fryer, 
and the dialogue does not succeed 
in revealing what they sce in each 
other, no malter how inventively 
each contributes separately to the 
main aclion. 


This is one of Miss Daniels's 
rare failures in this line of 
territory. She can wrile magnif- 
cently unfair scenes about OYCC- 
bearing men, but where she really 
takes off is m scenes for women 
alone. When Pam Ferriss Betty 
sis down wilh her friend Enid 
{Susan Porrett) for reminiscences 
ûn unreliable contraceptives, Or 
1he meaning of the word “pati 
archy” (tbey decide it means a 
triangular cake), or when they 
experimeut wilh reefers and go on 
to play a giggling game of secrets, 
not only does za sense of total, 
hilarious authenticity take com- 
mand of Annie Casledine's stage, 
but also a long perspective of how 
these women have spent their 
lives and somehow survived as 
vital people. 

With the capacity to demon- 
strate that kind of female 
solidarity, Miss Daniels has no 
need for crude polemic.

Sir. A year ago you published a 
report of the proposed excavation of 
1he Anglo-Saxon royal burial site at 
Sutton Hoo. Suffolk. Since ther 
work has begun or surveys ir 
advance of excavatiop and digging is 
scheduled 10 start in due course. 

in view of the forthcoming 
establishment in April, 1984, of the 
Ancient Monuments Commission, it 
is pertinent to ask whether it will 
look favourably upon the projected 
excavation, although the final 
decision wil stll rest with the 
Secretary of Stale for {he Environ 
ment under the provisions of the 
Aacient Monuments and Archaeo- 
logical Areas Act 1979,

What is the justification for the 
excavation: what questions must be 
answered now rather than in the 
future?

The very speed of these advances 
has raised the expectation thal 
modem medicine can (and should) 
do anything. 

When it became apparent thal, 
for example. advanced cancer. some 
forms of heart and rheumatic 
disease, and psychosomatic dis- 
orders were HAOl going 10 be 
controled immedialely by new 
advances in medical science there 
was a natural tendency among an 
increasingly demanding public to 
look to alternate forms of treatmenlL 
Why has the medical profession not 
rushed 1o0 accept 1hese new 
approaches? Simply because uo 
competent doclor ever arccepis #8 
new form of treatment without a 
careful period of evaluation. 

There is nothing intrinsically 
wrong with any of the alternative 
forms of treatmenl described in your 
articles (Sugust 8. 9, 10). There is no 
reason why they should not be 
widely used for patients who cannot 
be helped by accepted forms of 
treatmenL. Equally. there is no 
reason why any of these approaches 
should not be properly evaluated by 
well established scientific methods. 

Of course modern biological 
science cannot explain everything, 
but it is totally illogical 1o discard 
scientific method for this reason, 
just as it is ridiculous 10 say thal 
modern medicine has failed because 
it has not yet found a cure for cancer 
or rheumatism. 

Your leader totally disregards the 
facl 1ha1 the real successes Oof 
modern medicine are, in the main, 
bascd on a solid foundation of work 
in the basic sciences. All we ask is 
that, for 1he sake of our patients, 
the methods of alternate medicine 
are rigorously examined. What you 
call the medical establishment is 
cautious. but 1 doubt if you will find 
the younger members the

Sir. Your leader (August 10) and 
recenl articles on alternative forms 
of medical treatment present a 
disturbing and not cntirely accurate 
picture of modern scientific medi- 
cine, You argue 1hat the medical 
profession disregards the personal 
factor in disease and is unwilling to 
even consider the possibilirwv that 
unconventional forms of therapy 
may have a role 1O play in clinica 
practice. 

The notion that scientific medi- 
cine has İost sight of the individual 
patient in a cloud of high technology 
i5 widely accepted by those who 
have never worked or been a patient 
tin a modern bospitalL But what is 
the evidence that this is true? 

I havê worked in teaching 
hospitals for 20 vears and have 
observed a major change in attitude 
to patient care, particularly among 
younger doctors and medical stu- 
dents. Of course 1hey are interested 
in disease. But, unlike many of their 
predecessors, they are increasingly 
aware of the pastoral aspects of their 
work and of the importance of their 
palienis as individuals with personal 
and environmental problems. 

f wish that those who are 
constantly crilicising the atuirudes of 
the medical profession would spend 
a day with me in the company of 
some of our younger docilors: they 
might be surprised to learn 1hat a 
grea1l deal more time is spent on 
sorting out the patient's personal 
problems than on the application of 
high technology medicine. In fact. 
medical science has taught us how 
completely ignorant we are about 
most disease processes and hence 
has underlined the importance of 
paliepts’ individual reaclions t0 
their diseases. 

in tum. this is crealing. a sense of 
humilily among our younger doc- 
tors arrogance and disinteresl in 
patienls as individuals may still 
exisL but it is much less cormımon 
than it was some years ag0. 

In one sense, modern scientific 
medicine is suffering from thie speed 
of iis own development, In the short 
period since the Second World War 
we have seen the emergence Of 
antibiotics, modern anaesthesia, the 
prevention of many killing diseases 
such as smallpox, poliomyelitis and 
many crippling genetic disorders,

Sir. Mr Eric Huggins is wrong when 
he states in his article (“The key lo 
keeping secrets secret", August L6) 
ıha1 Bleıchley Park “regularly broke 
cach new German (Enigma) key 
within 24 hours", 

Several Enigma keys wete never 
broken at all, including a number of 
naval ciphers such as Pike, Thelis. 
and Barracuda. and the imporlant 
Gestapo TGD cipher which, for 
some curious and as yet unexplained 
reason, Survived intact throughoul 
the entire war, Many other keys, 
including the German Navy's 
Hydra. were only broken after 
varying delays ranging up lo 48 
hours. 

Furthermore, many of 1hcse 
breaks came not from the use of 
computers but were due to mistakes 
by bored operators introducing 
repetitive patterns into the cipher 
texl or. for cxample as happened 
during the Bisntarck action in May, 
1941. sending the same plain text by 
both high and low-grade cipher. 


The problem with any cipher 
system remains that he more 
complicated i1 is made 1o use the 
more likely operators are to take 
short cuts in procedures and thus 
defeat its impregnability.

The war in 
Lebanon had severely damaged 
Israel's world reputation, and 
soon after Mrs Begin's death, in 
February of this year, Mr Begin’s
